| AN IRISH PRISON. | 
The following statement, which would be incredibie 
were it not vouched by the highest authority, occurs in 
the 27th annual report of the Inspectors-General of 
Irish Prisons, signed by Corry Connellan and Felton 


Harvey :— 


“ In a bridewell, certainly better circumstanced than 
the majority, and situated, not in a remote locality, but 
in a large and populous town, were confined, on oue oc- 
casion, a considerable number of prisoners, under various 
charges. One of the body, a male, having discovered a 
crevice between the door of his cell and the frame, was 
enabled during the night to force back the outer boli, 
which the keepr-r had failed to secure witira padlock, and 
finding that th . o: her Coors were simi arly un:astene i, he 
proceeded to li: rate some of his fellow-prisoners of both 
sexes. Such, however, was their confidence in the su- 
pineness of the keeper, that they decided not to mako 
their final escape, but to leave the bridewell for a few 
hours, and to return again before morauing, spending 

the interval in the commission of robberies ; no suspi- 
cion of which could attach to them during their pre- 
sumed confinement. 

“ These expeditions were repeated without detection, 
in one of which, having killed a ram, they brought back 
the carcase, burying a portion of it in the bridewell gar- 
den (where it was afterwards found, as indicated by the 
confession of one of the party), and supping upon the 
remainder, which was cooked by the females in one of the 
day rooms. 

“ Even this proceeding failed to awaken the torpor of 
the keeper, but the matter having been reveaicd, as 
stated above, and some of the gang having, in spite of 


| this information, contrived to effect their escape, owing 


to darkness and severe weatlier, though the building was 
surrounded by the constabulary, we called upon tiie 
high sheriff, in whom the power of appoiptment andre 
moval was vested at that period, to dismiss an ofliccr 
camvicted of such gross and disgraceful incapacity. Ue 
was accordingly displaced forthwith ; but, on the re- 
signation of his successor, shortly afterwards, he was 
re-appointed, and continued to fill the office, until, having 
been arrested for debt, dnd having abandoned the bride- 
well to the sole charge of a female servant, with whom 
he had for some time carried on an improper intercourse, 
vircumstances accidentally discovered by one of the In- 
spectors-Genera], who found the prisoners clamouring tor 
food, none of which had been issued on the day of his 
visit, the delinquent was at length ejected.” —Glole. 


THE BUILDERS’ STRIKE. 

Tue Document Question.---The following letter from 

a master builder, who signs himself “a Non-Unionist,”’ 

appears in the Times :--- I am a master in a trade in 

which the ‘Society’ (as the Trade Union is called) ex- 

ercises & powerful and, as I conscientiously believe, a 

most pernicious influence. Entering on my business 16 

years ago, I rerolved to stand free from the ‘ Society’ and 

its thraldom. I at once set them and their rules at ce- 

fiance, and, although frequently subjected to uo little 
annoyance and interfereuce from them, I held my way. 
I can scarcely wonder at the masters combining in seli- 

defence, but is there any need for insisting on a‘ document,’ 

or a Written ‘ declaration’? Iask from my hands no- 
thing of the kind. My plan is simply to inquire of any 
man applying to me for employment if he belong to the 
‘Society ;’ and if the answer be in the affirmative, I de- 
cline to enter into any engagement with him, on the plain 
and palpable ground that the rules of my establishment, 
b on mutually free contracts between master and 
man, are incompatible with those of his ‘Society.’ In 
this I can see no injustice, no ‘slavery,’ no interference 
with the ‘rights’ of workmen---nothing, in short, to merit 
any of the hard words with which Mr. Secretary Potter 
assails the ‘document.’ If at any time I want extra 
hands I avail myself of the business columns of the Times, 
in which I give distinct notice that mine is a * non-society 

house. This brings me in applications plenty from the 
right men. If employers would follow the simple plan 
of declining to employ ‘Society men, affairs would soon 
right themselves. Practicaliy, the eect of my plan is 
the same as that of demanding the docum. "t ; wipes 
however, running counter to the feeling, often ha —- 
among uneducated men, against entering into wi. ven 
pledges. The ‘document’ affords to the master no more 
security against deception than the bare word of the 
workman, while it seems to the latter to contain some 
latent snare designed to entrap him.”

Mosr opportunely, a manifesto from the Tuscan 
Government appears simultaneously with the decla- 
ration of the Emperor of France. He will not coetce 
the people to receive back the Princes who abandoned 
them. He will not act the part of a gendarme in the 
service of tyrants against the populations; he will 
not take back to-morrow the liberty which he has 
given to-day. The Tuscans reason calmly and with 
dignity upon their position. They express confi- 
dence in the policy of the Emperor. They put 
aside as impossible the means of foreign in- 
tervention, and ask, that supposing the Duchies and 
Papal States refused to receive back the Princes, 
what would Europe do ? Would Austria or France, or 
both together, interfere? These suppositions they 
pronounce to be politically impossible. After point- 
ing out that the annexation to Piedmont would be 


the best guarantee for the tranquillity of Tuscany, and 


placing their hopes in the justice of the great Powers, 
the Tuscans boldly declare that should human justice 
fail them, “ they will defend by every means in their 
power, their rights, property, liberty, and country 
against every attack.” i 
In the old Greck drama there were but three actors, 
each in his turn assuming a prominent part as the ac- 
tion passeú on. T'he Chorus, representing the peoples 
we there mere’y as a spectator of the deeds. They 
sal indee?, the sympathies of our common nature, 
an". spoke of piety and the gods, of truth and justice, 


but delivered their wise saws to inattentive ears, for 
stillthe action of unrelenting destiny passed on. It 


is different now, for if in the great drama of Euro- 
‘pean politics: three actors, and but three, have 
shone out prominently, ‘the Chorus of the people 


have taken part in the plot, and shivered to pieces 
the traditionary right of Kiags. Austria, France, Sar- 


dinia, each in her turn was the chief centre of interest, 


each acted her part, and now the Chorus is acting 
theirs right well and prudently. It is something | 
new in European politics, this surging of the popular

“Let as examine the basis of the treaty arranged at 
Villafranca. 

“The Emperor of Austria cedes his right to Lom- 
bardy to the Emperor of the French, who hands them 
over to the King of Sardinia. An Italian Confederation 
will be formed under the honorary presidency of the 
Pope. The Emperor of Austria keeps Venice, but she 
is to form an integral part of the Confederation. The 
princes not effected by the movement, or those recalled 
to their possessions, will understand the necessity of sa- 
lutary reforms. There will bea general amnesty. © 

“ Surely we are very far from the magnificent pro- 
mises which inaugurated the campaign. The Emperor 
of Austria and the Emperor of France have both felt it 
mecessary to give some explanations upon this 
treaty, but, unhappily, the reasons they give 
for concluding a peace are at variance one 
with the other. The Emperor of Austria tells his 
people that he was obliged to give up a province because 
his natural allies stood aloof, whilst the Emperor of 
France tells his subjects that he was forced te conclude 
the war because Powers which had rested neutral were 
going to take part against him. The contradiction is 
flagrant. The treaty of Villafranca does not appear 
at present, at least, to have won the approval of people 
who do not feel assured as to its durability. Every- 
one deplores that Venice does not enjoy the same lot as 
Milan. The city of Manin had, more than 
any other town in Italy, the right to count upon 
the liberal sympathies of Frarce. We suffer 
as much as anyone else to see Venice remain 
in the hands of the Austrians, but the Emperor of 
¥rance could not demand Venetia since he had not con- 
quered it; yet, in receiving Lombardy we wish that he 
had obtained it with the fortresses of Mantua and Pes- 
chiera, which places are its natural defence. What is 
the use of a house if we leave its keys with another. 
Mantua and Peschiera always made part of Lombardy. 
When the treaty of Campo Formio was signed, General 
Bonaparte took care to give these two fortresses to the 
Cisalpine Republic; and later the First Consul refused to 
sign a suspension of arms in consequence of a ques- 
tion being raised with regard to their situation. 
Yet, at that time Peschiera and Mantua were not 
the strong places they arenow. If Piedmont does not 
get possession of them, the peace of Villatranca is but 
ephemeral. Mostilities have ceased between France and 
Austria, but such is not the case between Austria and 
Italy. How are the princes who have quitted their 
thrones toreturn? Their people do not appear in a 
hurry to recallthem. We can hardly picture our sol- 
diers, lately the companions in arms of Garibaldi and 
Ulloa, employed in replacing at the point of the bayonet 
the tyrant of Modena, who fought against us at Solfe- 
rino. Will they then have recourse to the Austrians, 
when it was to hinder Austrian intervention in the 
Duchies that the war was undertaken. We march from 
impossibilities to impossibilities, but the test under 
the present circumstances is the formation of a Con- 
federation. Where is the power in Italy which will be 
capable of making head against Austria? It is not 
Piedmont. Augmented even by Lombardy, Piedmont is 
not a rival for the Court of Vienna, Austria will exer- 
cise in the federation a preponderating power, not only 
on account of her strength, but also owing to her all- 
powerful influence over the other Governments, for 
although the population are favourable to Sardinia, their 
petty sovereigns are all hostile to her. ” 

The Count D’Haussonville, after going on to show 
the many objections which exist to the formation of a 
confederation, concludes his very able and remarkable 
letter with some remarks on the conference of Zurich, 
and a hope that France, having turned on so many 
occasions her thoughts to the liberties of others, will now 
begin to think of claiming her own.

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RUSSIA. 

The Russian Government (says a Warsaw letter) has 
given orders to demobilise the three corps d’armec 
under the orders of Prince Gortschakoff.

NEW RUSSIAN COMMERCIAL AND BANKING 
SOCIETY 


The official St. Petersburg Journal has published the 
statutes of the new Russian Commercial and Banking 
Society, recently authorised. The concession is for 
fifty years, and the period can be prol »nged with the 
consent of the Government. The company is to have 
all the privileges of a merchant of the first guild, and 
the power to trade, possess ships, stores, factories, and 
all kinds of industrial establishments, except distilleries; 
to carry on all banking and exchange operations, assu- 
rance business, contracts for Government works, &c. 
According to its capital and connexions the compahy is 
to assist the financial operations of the Government and 
the industrial activity of the country genérally. Im- 
movable property may be held, but hot to a greater 
amount than a tenth of the paid-up capital. The same 
limitation is also adopted with regard to the purchase of 
merchandise. The sum invested in public funds or 
shafes is not to exceed a fifth of the total paid up. 
Other rules are likewise laid down with the object of 
keeping the business of the undcrtaking in safe channels. 
The capital is to be £8,000,000, in £20 shares, which 
will be issued gradually from time to time. The con- 
cessionaires, however, engage that within a year a fourth 
at least of the capital shall be subscribed, when opera- 
tions will be at once commenced. The administration 
of the affairs of the society rests with five dircctors, of 
whom two must be Russians, with an administrative 
council of fifteen. An abstract of the accounts will be 
published annually. The Minister of Finance appoints 
a commissioner, who is to attend the general meeting of 
shareholders and those of the administrative council. 
He can examine the minutes of the directors, and all the 
agreements concluded by them, verify the cash, and 
assist in making out the balance-sheet. If he discover 
any infringement of the statutes, he is to point it out to 
the directors or administrative council, and in case of 
his remonstrances being neglected, or of a difference of 
opinion, reference can be had to the Minister of Finance, 
with whom rests the final decision. He will also pre- 
sent with each balance-sheet a general summary of the 
position of the company’s affairs. The remainder of 
the statutes, which extend over two sides of the Sz. 
Petersburg Journal, refer to minor points of detail. 


THE WEST INDIES AND MEXICO. 

The Royal Mail Company’s steamship La Plata, 
Capt. G. C. Weller, arrived at Southampton, at nine 
a.m., yesterday, with mails of the subjoined dates, in 
charge of Mr. G. Chedwyn, master, R.N., Admiralty 
agent :—Havana, Aug. 9 ; Kingston (Jamaica) Aug.

lata brought 104 passengers, 1,250,v00 dols. in specie, 
113 serons of cochineal, 136 cases of cigars, 105 bales of 
tobacco, 132 casks of coffee, and 976 packages of 
sundries. 

At a meeting of the Barbadoes House of Assembly, 
the usual return from the Customs was laid before the 
house, showing the duties paid for the quarter ending 
June 30, to be £15,942. A bill had passed the Assembly 
and the Legislative Council, and subsequently received 
the assent of the Administrator of the Government, in- 
creasing the number of landing-waiters at the Customs 
by adding two to the third-class officers, at a salary of 
£150 per annum. 

At Demerara there had been a sitting of the Court of 
Policy since last mail, at which-a good deal of miscel- 
laneous business was disposed of. A report was laid 
before the court from the superintendent of rivers and 
creeks, stating that smallpox had found its way among 
the Indians, several of whom had fallen victims to it, 
His Excellency submitted a correspondence on the sub- 
ject of Chinese immigration, from which it appeared 
that Mr. Austin, the agent of the colony, had been active 
in his endeavours to establish emigration from China 
on a footing which will not only divest it ofall irregu- 
larity, but, while relieving distress among those likely 
to emigrate, will benefit the colonies by the transference 
of a hardy and industrious people. 

For some time past immigrants have been introduced 
into Demerara from the neighbouring island of Barba- 
does, and the experiment appears to have proved suc- 
cessful, as the stream continued to be more and more 
abundant. 

THE SPANISH GOVERNMENT AND THE 
SLAVE QUESTION. 

A decree is published in the Madrid Gazette of the 
22nd inst., relating to the slave question in Fernando Po, 
the new Spanish settiement in the Gulf of Guinea. The 
following is a translation :— 

“In reference to your communication, dated 20th of 
June last, in which you explain the petition of the Go- 
vernor of the Portuguese island of Santo Tome and 
Principe, claiming some fugitive slaves (belonging to 
certain merchants of those islands) who sought refuge 
in Fernando Po— :

Heartily agreeing with you, Sir, that it would be useless 
attempting to aid those who do not act up to the old 
proverb of “ Aide toi, et le Ciel t’aidera,” the sense of 
ne as the present case is so fully rendered by the 
ine of— : 
"“ Who would be free,himself must strike the blow.” 

I still hope that the Tuscans and Romagnoli, under Ga- 
ribaldi and Fanti, will show themselves worthy of our 
co-operation and assistance. “What,” say the Peace 
party again, “ would you send 50,000 men to land at Lég- 
horn?” I do not say “ Yes,” though circumstances 
might even justify usin that ; but why should not that 
powerful fleet which was despatched to the Mediterra- 
nean and Adriatic by the late Ministry during the 
progress of the war, for reasons that we had perhaps 
better not inquire into, again show itself in the vicinity 
of Venice and Trieste? It might, if necessary, supply 
both arms, ammunition, and money, and would assist 
materially in preventing any attack by the Aus- 
trians in rear and flank of the patriotic bands now 
massed on the southern bank ofthe Po, from Guastala to 
the neighbourhood of Ferrara. The reward to us— 
though the noble and generous performance of a duty is 
in itself a reward—is most clear. We have no interest 
in the preservation of Austrian rule in Central Italy, 
none even, in my opinion, south of the Alps and 
west of the Isonzo. The polity of that empire is Ca- 
tholic and repressive, always in striking contrast to 
the wishes, feelings, and requirements of our country, 
in itself Protestant, and eminently progressive.— 
Commercially speaking, we have still less sympathy 
with Austria, while we have everything to hope from 
the creation of a strong kingdom in Upper Italy, 
whose Government, based on free institutions, would be 
likely to carry out the principles of a wise commercial 
policy, totally unfettered by petty and short-sighted re- 
strictions ; as it is, our export. and import trade with 
Austria is exceeded some threefold by that we have with 
those parts of Italy alone which are not subjected to 
Austrian domiuation and influence. Above all, there is 
every probability that such a settlement of the Italian 
question might secure the peace of the world for many 
years to come. In the last century, the partition of 
Poland took place, the results of which have proved that 
nothing can be more disastrous than to remain with 


murder. If we stand aloof now, the triumph of a new 
and ‘cruel injustice will assuredly, in due time, ‘bring 
forth bitter fruits for Europe.—I remain, Sir, your obe- 
dent humble servant, Vox Popurt. 


THE EMPEROR OF THE FRENCH aT St. Sauveur.—A 
letter from St. Sauveur of the 26th says:—“ The Em- 
peror and Empress, the day after their arrival, began 
taking the baths. His Majesty bathes every morning at 
seven, and her Majesty at eight. In the course of 
the day they make excursions in the neighbourhood, 
and have already been twice to Bareges, where the 
government proposes to re-establish a military hospi- 
tal. The Emperor takes 4 great interest in the pro- 
jected establishment, and has had the plans submitted 
to him. It is said that his Majesty will order various 
constructions in the environs of St. Sauveur, but thus 
far only one operation is certain—the restoration of 
the old hermitage ot St. Pierre, the ruins of which are 
opposite Luz. The chapel there was formerly a place 
of pilgrimage, and the hermitage acquired a certain 
degree of celebrity. The Emperor and-Emipress seem 
much pleased with their new residence. ‘I have visited 
various parts of the Alps,’ said the Emperor the other 
day to one of the principal functionaries of the district, 
‘but I have never seen anything so pretty as the valley 
of Luz.’ We had the other evening a little scene, which 
was really of charming simplicity, and which excited 
the enthusiasm of the inhabitants and the bathers, from 
the contrast it presented to the idea generally enter- 
tained of Imperial Majesty. The mountaineers of Luz 
are famous for their skillin singing. They are simple 
peasants, most of whom CGanhot read, and not one of 
whom knows music; but they sing together with great 
skill and taste the songs of the country, or pieces of their 
own composition. A number of singers thus collected 
the other evening before the house occupied by their 
Majesties, and began singing. The drawing-room in 
which their Majesties sit is on the ground floor, and the 
moment the singers began the Emperor appeared at the 
door, and wasshortly after followed by the Empress. 
The Empress seated herself on a chair on the door steps, 
with two ladies of honourbehind her; and the Emperor, 
descending among the crowd, stood leaning against the 
wall. The singers, though somewhat moved at such 
close proximity to their Majesties, sang exceedingly 
well, and their Majesties several times gave the signal 
of applause. One of the songs was a sort of cantata 
in honour of the Imperial Family,and a prayer to God 
to watch over the Emperor and the Imperial Prince 
which it contained drew tears to the eyes ot the Empress. 
When the singing had ceased the bystanders cried out 
with great enthusiasm, ‘Vive l’Empereur!’ ‘ Vive 
l’Imperatrice !’ ‘ Vivele Prince Imperial!’ The Em- 
press then advanced to the singers, accompanied by the 
Emperor, and addressed tothem her thanks and com- 
pliments.”’

Commissioners when the latter has been received.—(By 
order of the Commissioners) |

A very long letter was then read from Dr. Mitchell, 
in which he detailed: the various circumstances of the 
case alluded to, and which may be briefly stated as fol- 
lows:--A poor man took suddenly ill with Irish cholera 
about three o’clock, on the morning of the 23rd August. 
Dr. Mitchell was requested to attend him, but he had no 
medicine in his house at Crumlin, and Dr. White lived on 
Rathgar road, about three miles from the residence of 
the patient ; so severe was the illness of the latter that 
in Dr. Mitchell’s opinion his life would have been risked 
had any time been lost by sending to a distance for me- 
dicine. He accordingly applied tor the key of the Dis- 
pensary, but the messenger was refused by the attendant. 
The doctor himself then madeapplication,and told the 
woman whom he saw at the Dispensary that the door 
should be opened, and that the circumstances of the case 
should be laid before the Dispensary Committee. He finally 
succeeded in getting the medicine: required; which con- 
sisted of a bottle of chalk mixture, and which was worth 
about twopence. He took no other medicine—“ not va- 
rious medicines,” as stated by Dr. White; neither did he 
use abusive language to the attendant. The patient was 
a poor man, and a stranger to him, and, under the 
circumstances, he thought he was quite justified in 
acting ashe did. — 

A short discussion then took place upon the matter, 
when the Chairman asked Mr. Connor, was he not a 
member of the Dispensary Committee, and could he not 
give them some additional information upon the subject? 
Mr. Connor said he was a member of the committee, 
and that the matter had been inquired into. There was 
no doubt: but that the illness ofthe man was of a 
serious character; he believed it was Irish cholera. 
There was no medicine at hand,and it would have taken 
three quarters of an hour to send for Dr. White. The 
only thing he regretted in the matter was, that it had 
given rise to acrimonious feeling and strong language 
on the part of the two physicians. : 

The Chairman said, it was quite clear that the case 
was one for the consideration and decision of the Dis- 
pensary Committee. The matter was then dropped. 

Mr. Rogers next complained of the quality of the 
bread. When he and others examined it, a week ago, it 
was sour and bad. He wished to know the cause 
of it. 

The Chairman directed the baker to be brought into 
the room, who made his appearance immediately. 
Several questions were then put to him in relation to 
the bread, but at first he appeared totally incapable of 
giving a direct answer to the simplest of them.

Baker—It is not, sir ; but it is a good quality for 
the kind ; it ought to make good bre ad. 

The Chairman—What quality would you call it ? 
Baker—I would call it the best thirds. 

Mr. Byrne—That is a degree lower than we con- 
tracted for. ' 
The Chairman—Did the master tell you to get the 
best seconds. 

Baker (after some hesitation)—He did. 

The Chairman then inquired whether there was any- 
thing in the barm which could have made the quality 
of the bread bad ? when the Laker replied there was 
not. 

Mr. Rogers then said he considered it most disgraceful 
on the part of the contractor to sendin a quality of flour 
which they did not contract for, and that he should be 
written to on the subject.

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A STEAMBOAT SUNK IN THE RIVER 
THAMES 


On Wednesday morning, about half-past eight o’clock, 
an accident of a serious nature occurred to the Bride 
steamboat, belonging to the Iron Steamboat Company. 
The Bride, as usual, left the pier at Nine Elms, at eight 
o’clock, with her usual complement of passengers, stop- 
ping at the intermediate piers, and landing the city 
passengers, which is only done on the first journey of 
the boat, it being one of the “ Surrey-side boats.” Af- 
ter landing the passengers the Bride, which was under 
the command of Captain James Atkins, passed through 
the second arch ofi the Middlesex side of London-bridge, 
the tide running down at the time, fof the purpose of 
turning round to make the pier on the Surrey side of the 
bridge, when, to the consternation of the captain and 
all on board, she suddenly struck upon a sunken barge 
with such force that some of her plates were driven in, 
and the vessel began to fill very rapidly. ‘The engine- 
room was soon entirely submerged, and it was with some 
difficulty the engineers gained the deck. In the mean- 
time, the captain, seeing at once that his boat would 
become a wreck, hailed the boats from the shore, anum- 
ber of which immediately put off, and all the passengers, 
fortunately not more than 12 or 13, were safely ' 
conveyed on shore, as also the captain and crew. 
It appears that the sunken barge is an 
iron barge belonging to Mr. Joyce, an extensive 
lighterman, and was last night moored off Davis’ 
Wharf, Tooley-street, laden with skins. This morning, 
between three and four o’clock, owing to the boisterous 
state of the weather, she parted from her moorings, and 
before any aid could be afforded she swung round with 
the eddy of the tide, came athwart the pier of the second 
arch, ‘broke in her plates, and sunk immediately. 
No notification of this fact had been given, which ac-

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 

PLantT DeEpPaRTMENT.---Conservatory, &c.---No time 
should be lost in completing the repairs of the various 
structures devoted to the growth of plants, before the 
latter are put under the protection of glass. Continue 
to keep the house gay by a selection from the reserve 
houses of the showiest plants in bloom; carefully tie 
out, before they reach the blooming state, the different 
varieties of lilium lancifolium. Attend to the propet re- 
gulation of climbers, and give weak liquid manure toplants 
in bloom, and maintain them in vigorous health, and 
assist the late flower-buds toopen. After greenhouse 
plants have been placed under protection, whether of a 
permanent or merely temporary character, an unlimited 
supply of air must be given them day and night. Finish 
the potting of crysanthemums, and stake them secnrely 
as they advance. 
flowering plants should not be stopped after this, but

FLOwRR GARDEN AND SHRUBBERIES.---Cuttings of 
choice herbaceous plants, carnations, picotees, &e., put in 
early, should be pricked out or potted immediately they 
are struck, to get established. Larly struck pansies may 
be planted out for Autumn blooming. Young seedling 
waliflowers, Brompton Stocks, sweet Williams, and other 
biennials, should either be planted out into reserve beds 
or where they are to flower.

Noisettes, Bourbons, Chinas, and many per- 
petuals will strike freely in sandy soil by the above 
means. Now, and during the whole of September and 
October, is the best season of the year for transplanting 
evergreens.

 H not already sown, lose no time in getting in the Spring 


cauliflower, lettuce, &c. A bedof onions may likewise 
be sown thickly, to stand the Winter. Prune off super- 
fluous shoots from tomatoes against the walls, that they 
may not shade the ripening fruit. The leading shoots 
may be pinched out when sufficient fruit is set, which 
will assist to ripen the crop. Chillies, in pots or frames, 
should be kept free from green-fly; a little manure 
water will keep those in pots. arth up celery and 
cardoons on dry days. ‘The last crop of peas will re- 
quire sticking, and any appearance of mildew checked 
by dusting them with lime and sulphur.---Gardeners’ 
Chronicle. 


Tue Potato Crop.—We regret to have to state that 
the accounts which we receive of the state of the potato 
crop are yloomy, if not absolutely discouraging. The 
crop which in various rural districts promised favour- 
ably a tortnight ago, is reported to “have gone back” 
considerably; in some instances the esculent has been 
attucked by the blight to such an extent that it appears 
hopelessly lost. This degeneration is universally attri- 
buted to the recent wet weather. Later accounts inform 
us that since the return of warm weather the spread of 
the disease is suspended, and farmers are again sanguine. 
We refrained at the opening of the season from publish- 
ing reports of the partial failure of the erop, which were 
very extensively circulated, because rumours of that 
character, however unfounded, uniformly gain at that 
period. Now, however, when the test of soundness and 
abundance is applied, we regret that the crop, in a great 
measure, verifies assertions which once appeared inte- 
rested, or at least premature.---Limerich Jipperary and 
Waterford Examiner.
